Several other deputies are 
assisting the secret operatives of 
the Southern Pacific" Company 
today to run down the bandits. 
It is believed that after comrnit- 


. .{ing the robbery the outlaws fol- 


lowed the railroad from San Lo- 
renzo to San Lorenzo junction 
and then came into Oakland. 
NO DESCRIPTION OF MEN. 


As the bandits were masked 


Brakeman Rauscher is unable to 
identify them, and for this rea- 
son Sheriff Barnet' .thinks there is 
little hope of capturing them. , 


According to Rauscher's story 


of the hold-up, ihe had just sig- 
naled the train to go ahead arid 
had entered the caboose when 
the yeggmcn appeared at the 


%j>latform door and commanded 


him to hold up his han-ds. The 
brakeman turned about and faced 
the muzzles of two revolvers. 
By this time the train was fairly 
well under way.

ON OPERATING TABLE IN N. Y. 


Stricken With Appendicitis After 


Suffering for Two 


Result of Operation Satisfao 


teryand No Complications 


Have Set In 


NEW YORK, Dec. . 16.—An operation 


for appendicitis was performed today on 
Cornelius' Vanderbilt. 
Vaniorbilt 
was 


severely stricken three days ago. That 
he has -been a sick man for over, four 
months has been revealed for the first' 
time. ,But it" is further'-learned that his 
-Illness reached an acute stage, -within 72 
hours.'After 
a 
consultation between 


surgeons and specialists, it1 was agreed 
that an Immediate operation was neces- 
sary. Those who have been taken Into 
the secret of this necessity continued 
their preparations for 
the 
crisis with 


special precautions to prevent any alarm- 
ing stories reaching the ears of tha. pub- 
lic in advance of the attempt at surgical 
relief. 
' 


This bulletin was issued: 
"Mr. Vanderbilt was' operated on this 


morning.' The result of the' operation 
was entirely satisfactory. 
There are no 


complications arid Mr. Vanderbilfis rest- 
ing easy." 
. 


The family knew that this operation 


was Inevitable. But they hoped, as did 
Vanderbilt, that It could be avoided un- 
til after the'holidays. But certain warn- 
ing, symptoms, discovered this week by 
Dr. Austin Flint and his colleague, Dr. 
Brewer, 'convinced these experts of the 
necessity for immediate action.

SIGNS OF ILLNESS. 


Certain signs of severe illness were 


discovered by Vanderbilt while he was 
traveling abroad early in the fall. He 
bad spent tlie late, summer in Germany 
with his' wife and children. 


As soon as he realized his condition 


tie hastened home, reaching here on Sep- 
tember 12 aboard the Kronprinzessin Ce- 
celie, in -advance of his'family.

; The chimpanzees havo been on the es- 
tate of(Dr. H. H. Furness, father of tho 
psychologist, and have been under daily 
Instruction until they have attained a 
degree of mentality surpassing that of 
a large percentage of deficient children; 
The animals were taken from their na- 
tive environment when young and up to 
the present have been segregated, living 
In a truly "intellectual" o.tmosphere. 
The experiments prove that the mon- 
faey and chimpanzee havo a brain cap- 
able of logically discriminating objects 
kind when properly trained they really 
think.

The Mojave line was owned b.y 
the Southern Pacific, but was leased 
for a long period of time—-ninety-nine 
years—to the old Atlantic and Pa.- 
cific. 
When the latter went into the hands 


of a receiver :and "was taken over by 
the Santa Fe, the Santa'Fe acquired 
the" le.ase -o'f the MoJayerNeedles line, 
which is of yast importance to its val- 
ley service.

The Northwestern Pacific, now in 
process of . construction, ..is owned 
jointly.by the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacific and before completed will.in- 
volve an expenditure of many mill- 
ions. It is 382% miles in length, al- 
together, but there is still approxi- 
mately 143 miles to be, completed. The 
uncompleted portion of the road is the 
most 
expensive, also, 
including 
a 


150-mile' gap between' Shively and 
Willits that has called for unusually 
careful engineering work. Although 
the road is expected to be completed 
in 1915, Sproule .and^Ripley are.both 
desirous of seeing: it in operation be- 
fore that time.

In raising the salaries of all of our 


employes receiving . ?70 
per . month 


and, less'effective November 1 of this 
year, you evidently overlooked press 
reports to the. effect that, a similar 
raise was made; effective June 1 of 
last year. Thus, within a. period of e 
little over one year, the salaries "of all 
employes of the 'Southern railway re- 
ceiving $70 -per month and: less have 
been voluntarily Increased twice.. I 
note you have-assumed that the 
sal- 


ary scale of the Southern railway 
must be a beggarly one if a, majority 
of its .clerical employes draw $70 or 
less, and I submit that this statement 
is wholly without foundation. 'While 
the purpose of our Increasing these 
particular 
employes was obvious-^ 


they are most in :need, by reason of 
;the high, cost of living, •:£or. .an in- 
crease-—it.does not-necessarily follow 
that-they comprise a majority or. even 
a good percentage Of the total 
num- 


ber of, our employes. As a matter of 
fact they form a small percentage "of 
the* total army of men on our-pay^ 
rolls.

cause we cannot believe.,that it is the 
purpose of your paper to be wholly 
-unfair to this, or any other company, 
which is voluntarily —Increasing the 
wages of its employes" to the greatest 
possible extent.

Romance of a One-Acre Farm. 


The San Francisco Call is inclined to scoff at the statement 


made by William E. Smythe of San Diego that a California rnan 
had supported a family in comfort on a'single acre of land.' Mr. 
Smythe's statement was couched in terms suggestive of rhapsody, 
nevertheless what he stated is ttrue, and then -s'otn'e. We would 
not advise anybody to try the experiment of turning farmer on one 
acre! of ground, but there are some men, capable of malcing more 
than a livelihood on one acre of some land in California. 


Mr. Smytlie undoubtedly alluded to the case of an old fellow 


wh6'; died in either Colusa or Glenn county a few years ago. That 
marPachieved wonderful results on a one-acre farm, irrigated from a 
well. His land was no whit different from thousands of acres lying 
around, but industry, thrift and intelligence made it a marvel of 
•production. The owner lived in a profusion of plenty, on his 'little 
farm, and Saved.jnoney. He accumlated quite a little bank account 
with the profits of his tiny farm. What he accomplished is one of 
the rr^mances of California agriculture.

Hqw this man was not a scholar nor a scientist nor one with 


any>special training for the kind of farming he undertook. He had 
had no experience in intensive fanning and was middle-aged when 
lie began his one-acre experiment. He grew flowers and fruits as 
ivelT as vegetables, and kept a cow and chickens. He made every 
foot of his patch count, wasting .neither space nor the substance of 
the land. When he died his place was more productive than when 
he settled omit. He showed what could be done with one acre, of 
land. He did more than Mr. Smythe said he did. By practical 
demonstration he proved the fecundity and versatility of California 
soil. He gave an example that is worth millions of dollars-to- this 
State.

a good many rertdera may not know the 
meaning of these two words, homozygoua 
and heterozygous. Any living thing de- 
rived from like germ cells is homozy- 
gous and if derived from germ cells of 
opposite charactS- Is heterozygous.

example, the child of a blue-eyed parent 
and a brown-eyed parent Is heterozygous 
In'respect to eye color. The child of two 
blue-eyed parents Is homozygous in " *~ 
respect.

ability to. pay cut 54 of her $5 salary 
each week. 
She would' pay more, she 
.declared, only she .thought she would 
have to pay at least 51 a. week for her 
room. 


Tho order of tha court in the matter

pel the mother to contribute half of her 
monthly wage, 
?10, to the support of

several times on the charge of excessive 
drinkirg. .Two of the boys are old enough 
to work, but are not Jolng so, while the 
girl, Mabel, 12 years old, is at home with 
her mother.

chargi-s of ill doing. 
Tho authorises of- 
the Associated Charities 
want to put 
Mabel .in a ifo'od. home free from the 
mother's influence, where, she can go to 
school, and it was to Induce the mother 
to allow this that the case .was !n court. 


JUDGMENT POSTPONED. 


The testimony given brought out the 
fact that -Mabel -was helping with the 
house work, going irregularly to school 
and generally caring for the entire es- 
tablishment. All requests oT the mother 
to say why she didn't want the girl to 
leave her wero met with silence-or eva- 
sions, indrCatir.g plainly enpugli the'de- 
sire' of the mother to keep the girl at 
home TO do the work even at the sacrifice 
of 'Mabel's education and "future better- 
ment.
